S. R. O.No. 543 /84. - Whereas the Sub Divisional Magistrate , Fort 
Cochin , has made an order as per No. C -6692 /82 dated the 2nd day of April, 
1984 , under section 144 of the Code of Criminal Procedure ,. 1973 (Central 
Act 2 of 1974 ), prohibiting the entry of any person into the Thrikkunnathu 
Seminary Church , Alwaye and its premises upto a distance of 2 metres from 
the Church building and its appurtenances for a period of two months with 
effect on and from the 2nd day of April, 1984 ; . 

And whereas the said order is due to expire on the 1st day of June, 1984 ; 

And whereas the Government of Kerala consider it necessary so to do 
for preventing danger to human life and affray around the said church ; 

Now , therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to sub 
section (4) of section 144 of the Code of Criminal Procedure , 1973 (Central 
Act 2 of 1974 ), the Government of Kerala hereby direct that the said order 
shall remain in force for a further period of six monthswith effect on and from 
the 1st day of June, 1984 .

( This does not form part of the Notification , but it is intended to indicate 
its general purport). 

The District Collector, Ernakulam lias reported that the dispute between 
two rival factions of the Jacobite Community regarding their respective rights 
to offer worship in the Thrikkunnathu Seminary Church , Alwaye still exists 
and the rival groups are making vast preparation for forcible resistence or 
entry into the Thrikkunnathu Seminary Church . As there is likelihood of 
breach of peace, the District Collector has requested that the prohibitory order 
issued by the Sub DivisionalMagistrate, Fort Cochin which is due to expire on 
1st June, 1984, may be extended for a further period of six months. Hence 
this Notification .

Central Government hereby directs that no recognised dealer shall keep in 
stock at any time, 

(1) vacuum pan sugar, in the places mentioned below , in excess of the 
quantities mentioned against each , 

(i) in Calcutta and extended area 
(a ) recognised dealers who import sugar from outside West 

Bengal-- 3,500 quintals ; 
(b ) other recognised dealers - 250 quintals ; 
( ii ) in other places 
(a ) in cities and towns with a population of one lakh or more 

250 quintals; 
(b ) 

in other towns with a population of less than one lakh 
(2) Khandsari (open pan sugar ) in excess of 250 quintals : 

Provided that no recognised dealer shall hold any stock of vacuum pan 
sugar or khandsari (open pan sugar) for a period exceeding ten days from the 
date of receipt by him of such stock of sugar or khandsari: 

Provided further that nothing in this Order shall apply to the holding 
of stocks of sugar 

(i) on Government account; or 
(ii) by the recognised dealers nominated by a State Government or 

an officer authorised by it to hold such stock for distribution 

through fair price shops ; or 
(iii) by the Food Corporation of India. 
Explanation . For the purpose of this Order , " Calcutta and extended 

area ” means the areas specified in the Schedule to the 
notification of the Government of West Bengal No. 7752 
F.S./F.S./14R 92/61, dated the 16th December, 1964.

Not less than 20 per cent of the opening stocks as on the 31st 
May, 1984 , during the month of June, 1984 ; 
Not less than 20 per cent of the opening stocks as on the 1st 

July, 1984, during the month of July, 1984 ; 
( iii ) 

Not less than 20 per cent of the opening stocks as on the 1st 

August, 1984 during the month of August, 1984; and 
(iv) Not less than 20 per cent of the opening stocks as on the 1st 

September, 1984 during the month of September, 1984 . 
(3) furnish particulars of stocks, production , sales and despatches of 

khandsari for cach month latest by the 7th day of the following 

month to the specified authority : 
Provided that the opening stocks of khandsari as on the 31st May , 
1984 shall be declared on or before the 3rd June, 1984 .

.. S.R.O. No. 544 /84.- In exercise of the powers conferred by section 112 
of the Factories Act, 1948 (Central Act 63 of 1948 ), the Government of 
Kerala hereby make the following rules further to amend the Kerala 
Factories Rules, 1957,the samehaving been previously published under noti 
fication No. 20553/B2/82/LBR dated , the 25th April, 1983, as S. R. O. 
No. 480/83 in the Kerala Gazette Extraordinary No. 457 dated the 25th 
April 1983, as required by section 115 of the said Act, namely : 


RULES 


1. Short title and commencement.- (1) These rules may be called the 
Kerala Factories (Amendment) Rules, 1981. 

(2 ) It shall come into force at once . 

11. Amendment of the Rules. In the Kerala Factorics Rules, 1957, for 
rule 111 the following rule shall be substituted , namely: 

“ III. Exemption to women working in fish curing and fish canning or fish 
freezing factories.-- All women ·working in fish curing, fish cinning or fish

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freezing factories shall be exempted from the provisions of sub-section (1) of 
section 66 , subject to the following conditions: 

(1) No women shall be employed before 6 a . m . or after 7 p . m.for more. 
than three days in any one week . The number f days on which a women 
may be so employed shall not exceed ninety in a year . 

(2 ) Women may be employed after 4 p . m . only if the occupier of the 
factory provides free transport facilities to the women workers to return to 
heir homes after night work . 

(3 ) A period of uninterrupted rest of atleast nine hours shall intervene 
between the cessation of a period of work after 7 p . m . on any day, and the 
beginning of a fresh period of work on the following day " .

This notification is intended to exempt the women employed in fish cur 
ing or fish canning factories from general provision of the Factories Act that 
no women shall be employed in any factory except between the hours of 
6 a . m . and 7 p . m . This is to preveat dainages to or deterioration in any 
raw material in these factories . The notification is intende i to achieve the 
above purpose . 
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
